Inspector Steele seems determined to 
have the Sabbath observed in Calgary, in 
accordance with the law which prevails 
throughout Her Majesty's l-ominions, and 
he wishes us te state that the following 
statue passed at the last sitting of the 
North West Council, will be strictly ad- 
hered to, We understand 
have been carried into effert ere this, but 
that it was not his intention to take any 
of our sitigens unawares, or inflict any 
fine or punishment without giving every 
one u fur warning : 


1. No merchant, tradesman, mechanic, 
workman, laborer or Other person whatso- 
ever, shall on the Lord's Day sell or pub- 
licly show forth, or expose or offer for sule 
or purchase any goods, chattels or other 
personal property or any real estate what- 
soever, or do, or exercise any worldly la- 
bor, business or trade of bis ordinary call- 
ing, travelling or conveying travellers ; 
Her Majesty'y mails, selling drugs and 
medicines and other works of necessiiy 
and works of charity only excepted, 


2. No person on that day shal’ play at 
billiards or pool in any public room, or 
run races on horseback or in vehicles of 
any sort. 


8. All sales and purehases, and all con- 
tracts and agreements for sale or purchase 
of any real or personat property Whatso- 
ever made by any person or persons on the 
Lord's Day, shall be utterly null and void, 


4, Any person convicted before a Justice 
of the Peace of violating any of the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance shall, upon such 
conviction, be liable to a fine not exceed-
